Jockey Morgan got into trouble yesterday at 
Ideal Park. He h-'d the mount on Canfield in 
the second race and finished third to Sauterne 
and Dantes. Canfield was an odds on favorite 
and Col. Clark thought Morgan’s horsemanship 
had a queer look. The boy was at once sus- 
pended and ail bets declared off. The decision 
was a surprise and created much comment. 
Canfield has swerved before and the only appar- 
ent trouble with Morgan’s ride was his inability 
to keep the Foster horse straight. 

The track had dried out nicely over Sunday 
and was fairly fast. There was a big Monday 
crowd out. and betting brisk but decidedly in 
the ring’s favor, not one first choice winning. 

A condition race at one and one-sixteenth 
miles was the afternoon’s racing feature, and 
Umbrella at 5 to 1 won all the way and in a big 
gallop. Thurston was an odds-on favorite for 
the race and Counter Tenor well played at threes 
but neither could get within striking distance 
of Wagner’s Uncas — Parasol colt. 

The Pinkerton stable’s Fair Faith, perfectly 
ridden by Shields, defeated Minerva and Man- 
•dolina in a rousing finish. Minerva may have 
won had not C'lay made so much use of her in 
the first half. 

T. W. Coulter’s gift colt Bombardon scored 
again at long odds and showed his heels to a 
good lot, including Mazeppa and Loulou R. 
After the race, Charles Huglies of the Oakley 
k Stable bought Bombardon for $700.

Yearlings 
were going for the price of a bad song. He 
liked the small Esher— Meta filly’s looks, bid 
her up to $35 and was her owner. He tried to 
sell his bargain and then to give it away. Dunn 
was forced to keep, teed and have the filly 
trained. She has won $i2,tXXJ or so. Now, at 
least half a dozen racing men would be glad to 
pay Mr. Dunn $10,000, but he would not sell her. 
The charming little thing has become his pet 
and his pride, and even if she never won an- 
other raco he would not part with her. Unfor- 
tunately she has not many engagements this 
year, but by next year she will be properly 
represented in all the important stakes.

Remnant, the dam of Pinkey Potter, 
is eleven years old, by Silent Friend — Leona 
Turner, by Pilgrim. G. G. Parke, of Kyle, Tex,, 
a town founded by Mr. Kyle, own both sire and 
dams. McCouch and Potter on their racing, 
have speed, stamina and the sense of contention.
